Ile represents that the city has two parks 
to which large boys and adults may go for 
purposes of amusements and sport, or, if 
so inclined, for recreation, by 
with nature in their quiet moods ;

He further represents that aside from

He further represents that a due regard

Hingham. The old house is still in a good 
state of preservation, and will undoubtedly 
stand for many years to come as a monu-
